CAMPAIGN PREVENT NARITA OPENING (AP, NYT 4/2).

CSM'S SPERLING SAYS PROSPECT OF EARLY CARTER MTG W/PRC 
LEADERS IS LOOKING UP; PRES NOW KNOWN TO BELIEVE IT LIKELY 
HE WILL VISIT PEKING BEFORE HIS 1ST TERM IS UP. CONTENDS 
THAT AS PRELUDE TO SUCH MTG, CARTER WILL BE INCREASING 
NUMBER US REPS HE SENDS TO PEKING FOR OFFICIAL VISITS. 

QUOTES ONE ADMIN SOURCE THAT CARTER HAS ABANDONED EARLIER- 
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UNCLASSIFIED 
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STATED INTENTION OF INSISTING PRC LEADERS COME TO US BEFORE 
HE VISITS THEIR COUNTRY. CONTENDS NEWSMAN WHO TALKED W/PRES 
RECENTLY CAME AWAY W/IMPRESSION HE HAS COME TO BELIEVE THERE 
IS NO CHANCE AT ALL THAT CHINESE LEADERS WILL COME HERE SO 
LONG AS US CONTINUES RECOGNIZE TAIPEI. 

SPERLING CITES ONE WH SOURCE THAT CARTER S LONG-RANGE PLAN 
IS 1ST TO VISIT PEKING, THEN BRING ABOUT SUFFICIENT 
"NORMALIZATION" W/PEKING SO THAT CHINESE LEADERS WILL CON- 
SENT TO MAKE HISTORIC US VISIT DURING CARTER’S SECOND 
TERM. SAYS PRES EVEN NOW IS EMBARKED ON WHAT HI ADMIN 
SOURCES DESCRIBE AS "GRADUAL DRIFT" TOWARD EVENTUAL TACIT 
NORMALIZATION W/PRC; SOURCES ADD THAT WHEN NORMALIZATION

ACCORDING SPERLING, NORMALIZATION WILL EMBRACE "UNDERSTAND- 
ING" WHEREBY PEKING WILL NOT NEED ASSERT IT WON'T ATTACK 
TAIWAN, BUT IT WOULD BE "UNDERSTOOD" BY BOTH SIDES THAT 
NOT ONLY WILL NO SUCH EFFORT TO RETAKE TAIWAN TAKE PLACE, 

BUT THAT, SHOULD IT HAPPEN, US WOULD JUMP IN MILITARILY TO 
DEFEND TAIWAN. SEES CARTER NOW MOVING TO SEE TO IT THAT 
PUBLIC ATTENTION IS FOCUSED ON HIS EFFORTS IMPROVE RF.T.S 
W/PEKING. SAYS IT SEEMS CARTER HAS RECEIVED ENOUGH 
ENCOURAGEMENT FROM CHINESE LEADERS TO FORESEE MTG TAKING 
PLACE PERHAPS NEXT YR. 

MEANWHILE, WP'S MATHEWS (HK 4/2) CLAIMS THERE IS 
"OCCASIONAL FLASH" OF CHINESE INDICATION WHERE THEY WISH 
TO GO IN RELS W/US/SOVIET, ALTHO W/OUT LONG, HARD 
FOLLOW-UP NEGOTS LITTLE IS LEARNED ABOUT HOW THEY WISH GET 
THERE. BUT CARTER ADMIN, ACCORDING MATHEWS, IS BURDENED 
W/PANAMA/SALT, HAS "HAD LITTLE TIME, ENERGY OR INCLINATION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO PURSUE THE MORE POSITIVE CHINESE SIGNALS ENERGETICALLY." 
MATHEWS IDENTIFIES SOME RECENT PEKING SIGNALS TOWARD US AS 
HUA'S FIRST PERSONAL REFERENCE TO "POINTS IN COMMON" W/ 
WASHINGTON; ALSO, "PD'S” RUNNING PICTURE OF EDGAR SNOW, 

AND US TOUR BY HI-RANKING CHINESE ENERGY DEL. 

MATHEWS QUOTES ALLEN WHITING'S RECENT DESCRIPTION OF NUMBER 
OF MOST RECENT CHINESE GESTURES AFFECTING SINO-US RELS. 

WHITING THINKS PEKING WILL CONTINUE "SWING BACK AND 
FORTH," AND WHETHER SOVIETS REACH AGREEMENT FIRST ON 
NORTHERN BORDERS OR WE COME FIRST ON TAIWAN WILL DETERMINE 
CHINESE BEHAVIOR WELL INTO '80S. 
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10. CHINA/THAILAND 

CSM'S MORITZ (HK) FEELS THAT OUT OF KRIANGSAK'S PEKING 
VISIT HAS GROWN EFFORT TOWARD SPECIAL RELATIONSHIP THAT 
COULD AFFECT SEA STRATEGIC SHAPE. SAYS THAT AMID FANFARE 
OF PREMIER'S TRIP, IT IS CLEAR THAT PEKING SEES THAILAND 
AS PIVOTAL COUNTRY BOTH FOR BLOCKING SOVIET INFLUENCE IN 
REGION AND TO BUILD IMPROVED SINO-ASEAN RELS. BELIEVES 

THAIS, ON OTHER HAND, HAVE DECIDED "TILT" TOWARD CHINESE, 
RATHER THAN SOVIET, IN HOPE OF BETTERING RELS W/CAMBODIA. 
SEES THAIS ALSO DESIRING BUILD DEFENSE AGAINST SOVIET-

WP'S CHAPMAN (SEOUL 4/2) FINDS THAT AS US PREPARES PULL OUT 
TROOPS/TELL KOREANS IN NUMBER OF WAYS THEY MUST PREPARED 
GO IT ALONE, SK IS IN MIDST OF VAST UNDERTAKING TO RE- 
COVER ITS LOST PAST IN SWEEPING SEARCH FOR ROOTS WHICH 
INTRUDES INTO ALMOST EVERY CORNER OF ITS CULTURE. SAYS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PART OF THIS RENEWED INTEREST IN HISTORY/LITERATURE/ARTS/ 
RELIGION IS SPONTANEOUS; BUT MUCH ALSO GENERATED BY PARK 
GOVT. THAT THIS CULTURAL RENEWAL, SAYS CHAPMAN, IS 
MANIFESTING ITSELF NOW AS PROTEST AGAINST US CULTURE/ 
TECHNOLOGY PROBABLY IS BECAUSE IT HAS BEEN ONLY SINCE BE- 
GINNING OF THIS DECADE THAT KOREAN ECON CONDITIONS HAVE 
MADE IT POSSIBLE TO REACH BACK TO PAST/RESTORE IT/PRESERVE 
IT. 

IN SEOUL, LAT'S KEMPSTER (3/31) OBSERVES THAT DURING 
RECENT "OPERATION TEAM SPIRIT," MORE THAN DOZEN SENIOR US 
MIL OFFICERS INTERVIEWED EXPRESSED VIEW THAT KOREA HAS 
UNIQUE ADVANTAGES AS GARRISON FOR PEACETIME ARMY-IDEAL 
GEOGRAPHY FOR REALISTIC MIL PRACTICE OFFERED BY RUGGED 
HILLS/BEACHES/WIDE AREAS SPARSELY POPULATED. SAYS US 
OFFICERS ALSO FELT THAT TENSE DMZ CONDITIONS HELP CON- 
VINCE PEACETIME SOLDIERS THAT THREAT OF WAR IS ALL TOO 
REAL; ALSO, US MIL WELCOME IN SK, AND ROK ARMY IS HIGHLY 
PROFESSIONAL ONE. 

ACCORDING KEMPSTER, SPECIAL ADVANTAGES OF TRAINING 
IN KOREA HAVE BEEN LARGELY OVERLOOKED IN US IN DEBATE 
OVER US TROOP PULLOUT. NEVERTHELESS, HE ADDS, THERE DOES 
NOT SEEM BE ANY BUDDING REVOLT AMONG US MIL LEADERS 
AGAINST CARTER'S DECISION; VIEW MOST FREQUENTLY EXPRESSED 
WAS ONE OF RELUCTANT ACCEPTANCE OF PRES' DECISION.
